PROTEST RAISED 
ABOUT SCHOOL 


A meeting of Mirror School 
Board was held in the schvol 
house last Wednesday evening, 
and in the absence of the chair- 
man Merkley, L. O. 
Phelps occupied the chair. 
Several rate-payers were pre- 
sent. Minutes of a previous 
meeting were read and adopted; 
an account for printing was 
ordered to be paid. 

The secretary read a letter 
from the Department of Educa- 
tion, stating that W. C, Mc- 
Cormack had been a pointed 
school trustee, to take v H. G, 
Ruthven's place. 

A letter from the Village of 
Mirror was read saying that the 
demand of the School Board for 
school taxes up to Oct. 6th had 
been tabled ig Be Council. As 
the money is badly needed, the 
School Board decided to again 
make a demand for the amount. 

Mr. McCormack then rose 
and made a few remarks as to 
the way part of the work on 
the school building has been 
executed. He questioned Paul 
D. Marvin, the architect, re a 
number of alterations in the 
plans and specifications, which 
were made after the contract 
had been awarded. He thought 
this was unfair to the contrac- 
tors, who had tendered on the 
building, and who had based 
their tender on the quality and 
Set as outlined in the speci- 

cations. A cheaper grade of 
lath used, was an example of 
this. Healso referred to the 
brick work, whieh, in a number 
of places was far from work- 
manlike and was not up to the 


standard. There were also a 
number of defects in the 
cement work, and part of jum- 
ber was of an inferior grade 
and not what the contract 
called for. Mr. Marvin stated 
that some of the work would 
not be accepted, 

Mr. McCormick said farther, 
that it seemed to him that the 
A had not been 
altogether complied with, and 
he was sure he expressed the 
views of the citizens when he 
said that the building should be 
erected according to the con- 
tract. Mr, Marvin was ques- 
tioned as to the terms of his 
contract. He stated that there 
Was no contract signed, but 
thut he was to receive five per 
cent, of the cost of the building 
when completed. This drew 
some pertiment remarks from 
Mr. McCormack. 

It was inoved and seconded 
that Mr. Marvin be instructed 
to see that building conformed 
with the plans and _ specitica- 
tions,

the Church of Christ had long labored. 
Abandoning the thought of the Second

Constantine's influence in Church af- 
fairs became great. He proposed the 
calling of a council of all the bishops, 
humbering about one thousand. @ 
wanted to know why these apostolic 
bishops, all inspired with the same 
Spirit of God, taught so differently. 
He offered to pay the expenses of all 
the bishops to the Council at Nice; but 
the majority, fearing that the Emperor 
would be under the control of the Ro- 
man er (not yet claiming to be 
pope), declined to attend.

Th. Gypsy and his Way of Living 

Real Romanies or Gypsies, are very 
scarce in this country and most of 
the people who travel and pose as 
gypsies here are either tramps or hy- 
brids, the result of intermarriage of 


the real gypsy with other races. Gyp- | 


sies are very numerous in England, 
but it is necessary to have a guide 
if the visitors would like to see them 
in their fa‘orite haunts. Of late 
years, law, order and sanitary condi- 
tions have driven the Romanies into 
secluded nooks and forest lingles. In 
such places can be seen the oval roof- 
ed caravan, quite unlike the palatial 
conveyance of would-be imitators or 
show people. Here also can be 
found the tents, whicl, reminds one of 
that vast throng of people, the Israel- 
ites, who lived the gipsy life and were 
tent dwellers. In the camp the elder 
gypsies can be heard speaking in 

strange tongue, for the real gypsy 
speaks the Romany language, and the 
parent’s hearts are sad today because 
their offsprin« prefer speaking in 
E:.glish. Round the ‘Zog’ or fire over 
which hangs a blackened pot, which 
generally contains a -tew of rabbits 
and vegetables culled from the neigh- 
boring fields, the ‘chavvies’ or chil- 
dren anxiously wait, while a dog of 
the greyhound specie also waits ex- 
pectedly tc be rewarded for bringing 
his contribution to the family larder. 
On the bushes hangs the family wash- 
ing, while browsing on the coarse 
grass so familiar to "unglish common 
land, a few horses and donkeys may 
be seen All these things make an 
int resting picture of primitive life. 
Some ‘people have rather pecullar 
ideas concerning gyps.es. First of all 
let me say that all gypsies are not 
dark. As I visit the various camps 
during mission work I find hundreds 
of fair gypsies. Originally the gyp- 
sies were an eastern people but like 
other people they have turned their 
feet westward and climate with oth 
causes inay have altered them con- 
siderably.

lightning discharges coming very close 
as may be determined by the lessening 
intervals between flash and report, it 
is better to lie flat on the ground and 
risk a soaking than to offer u. possible 
path for a discharge. The reason for 
this is that the body being warm, of- 
fers a better conductor thar the sur- 
rounding air, and but a few feet rise 
is necessary to attract lightning on 
flat ground. 

Questions as to the action of light- 
ning in striking a building are fre- 
quently asked and are somewhat diffi- 
cut to answer without going into a 
lengthy discussion of the various kinds 
of discharges and other matters of a 
more or less technical nature. Let 
us, however, take the most frequent 
case, that of the ordinary forked 
lightning, as seen at a distance which 
tt clase range becomes the blinding 
flash, with the accompanying instan- 
taneous crash, often causitg disas- 
trous results to life and property. This 
discharge is caused by a difference of 
poten:'al between earth and cloud. The 
one is heavily charged with positive 
electricity, the other with negative, 
with the air between acting as an in- 
sulator. If the air is sufficient to 
keep apart the two currents, no dis- 
charge will take place except from one 
cloud to another. Now, as th? storm 
moveg on it comes closer to the earth 
or meets some object in its path 
which offers less resistance than the 
air—maybe a tree, pole, building, etc. 
The electrical pressure is so great 
that the slight decrease in resistance 
offered by such object is sufficient to 
cause the current to jump the inter- 
vening space and \.e have the de- 
structive charge. This explanation 
will be clearer to those who have 
seen the spark gap from coils used on 
automobiles,
